Liao Yang. Sept 1.— Fighting! 
was resumed by tbe Japanese and 
Russian forces near Liao Vang at 
daybreak yesterday, and was con- 
tinued throughout the day. The 
reports from the battle are meager, 
out a last night's bulletin from 
Liao Vang said tbat tbe Russians 
had effected an advance along tbe 
railway to the southward. Reports 
from Russian sources claim that the 
6ght ( Tuesday was a victory for 
tbe Rj>-sian», and tbat tbe Jap- 
anese were repulsed all along the 
line. It i- said that practically the 
whole Russian force is on the firing 
line, and that the losses are heavy 
on both sides. Reports from Fort 
Arthui are conflicting, and one of 
them asserts tbat the bombardment 
has cea-ed and that the Japanese 
have d;;:ded to capture the city by
